41. BECRIPPLE-2 is controlled by our finances as he is able to supplement 
his pension through the salary which he draws from us. As a result of 
BECRIPFLE-2 1 s advanced age it is unlikely that he could receive regular 
employment in German industry. This financial control can be increased 
by increasing subject's salary in order that he can save additional funds 
for the time that he goes into full retirement. BECRIPPLE-2 is also 
controlled by ideological motivation which demands that subject take an 
active part in combatting Soviet imperialism. 

42. BECRIPPLE-2 knows that he is working for an unidentified American Intelligence 
Agency. Subject has probably deduced that he is employed by KU3ARK. 

Subject knows that the intelligence which he produces is used by American 
an'alysists in preparing estimates of Soviet intentions. 

43. BECRIPPLE-2 was a German criminal police officer during the period 1933- 
1945. As a result of this duty subject had contacts with the SD and 

■ elements of the RSHA. 

44. BECRIPPLE-2 has furnished us with reports on operational and positive 
intelligence. Subject's background qualifies him to produce operational 
or positive intelligence based on source interrogations. The information 
produced by BECRIPPLE-2 has been accurate and reliable. 

45. BECRIPPLE-2 is utilized as a spotter interrogator and recruiter of East 
German agents who are of interest to BEDOX operations. 
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46. BECRIPPLE-2 1 s thirty five years of German police service has been adequate 
training for the tasks which subject performs. This experience is channeled 
into operations of interest to the BEDOX section through case officer 
handling and direction. 



47. BECRIPPLE-2 obtains his information from personal observations or the 
debriefing of East German refugees who are knowledgeable on topics of 
interest to existing BEDQK operations.
